MR. GLADSTONE IN IRELAND. 

It wns'not to bo expected that the visit 
of Mr. Gladstone to Ireland, allliough iu- 
toudod to bo strictly private, would be 
allowed to puss without some douioustra 
lion of a public charnclor beinp; tlnniHt 
Tipon tho distiuRuishod visitor. It Beoius 
strange, but it is nevertholess true, that 
except ou tho occasion of his recout visit 
Mr, Gladstone hud never sot foot ou the 
Green Isle, for wboan tranquility the 
measnres iotrodnoed into the British Far- 
liameqt ^ and' gassed daring bis ofiQoial 
oareeciliave worked njiioh. Having do- 
clinod "iri advance' a' public ovation in 
hia honor, and having endeavored to 
avoid anything ai)proiiobing a demonstra- 
tion, Mr. Gladstouo was fiuallj"capturod" 
on the 1st of Novombor by the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen and OounoillorB of tho 
City of Dublin, ia their robes, and pre- 
sented with tho freedom of the city. Ee- 
ticenco is not one of Mr. GLulstone's good 
qualities, and casting oil' tho reserve tliat 
ho had in viiiu endeavored to maintain he 
delivered a speech to his Irish hearers on 
the condition and pro.-peotsof their coun- 
try which, though interesting, was cop- 
monplaee enough when compared witb 
what many had come prepared to listen to. 
After thankinK' tho C3ity Gove;'nmoi|t for 
tho comiiliiiieiit ('(lavLiyi'il in their ad- 
. dress, iMr. GlmlHtono rouiurkcil: 

"I am profoundly couviucod that local 
government, not only in the shape of 
municipil institutions, bnt in all those 
other shapes in which it is known t') onr 
history or agreeably to tho spirit of our 
arrangements is a tiling not to bo viewed 
with t'jleriition, not to bo viewed with 
misgiving, not to bo viewed even with a 
commercial and calculating approbation, 
but that it is fundamental to tho greatness 
of tho country and its institutions. (Ap- 
plause.) ' • ■ Hook, indeed, 
to fundamental principles which I do not 
believe that any ono will question or 
dfeuy. I am porsuuilod that wo are at ono 
in holding that these three kingdoms 
^ sbpnld be ono nation in the face of tho 
' world— (hear, bear) — one nation for every 
purpose of duty and power, ond that an 
Imperial Parliament should give effect to 
that principle in all things thutfall legiti- 
mately within its Kcopo, subject to llioso 
jjaramouut and admitted principles. I, 
for my own part, can set no bound.s to tho 
desire that I feel to see all through these 
three kingdoms tho people brought poli- 
tically to learn in narrower spheres the 
public duties which belong to these nar- 
rower spiieres and strive to fit themselves 
for those higher duties which ore involved 
in tho material work of the Gov- 
ernment. (Hear, hear.) I do not bo- 
;lieye that anything has contributed, per- 
baps nothing so much contributes at this 
moment to the solidity of British institu- 
tioua as tha fact that the people are train- 
ed politically in the habits of self-govern- 
ment, that they uuderatuHd political right, 
and understand ijolitic il duty, and, un 
derstanding tho reUitious which prevail 
between right on tho one side and duty 
on the other, they carry with them a talis 
man which is a safeguard in the main, 
and in the long run invaluable against 
those dangers which have threatened, and 
those mischiefs whiuli have lacerated 
other great and distinguished nations. 
(Apolauso.) Well now, my Lord, I 
think I oughtnot to travel an inch further 
upon that popular topic — (laughter) — 
but I hopj I have not offended so far. 
("No, ni>.") I in ly, perhaps, venture to 
assure you th:itin every measure which it 
hasbteij tlio my duty to introduce or to 
share iu iutroducing with respect to Ire- 
land, my object has been tho good of the

in 1851, jC27,7;}7,000 ; in 18(11, u;;J3,i:!l,- 
000 ; and in 1871, £37,515,000. Ho far as 
that is oonoerped you sue tho greatest 
augmentation in the aggri'^ato of tho 
fund where there is a smaller nuinlier of 
persons to bo supported out of that ag- 
gregate ; and that would lead us ordin- 
rftdly to. suppose that tho limdlords au<l 
the farmers, tho occupiers of the soil and 
tiie laborer.', were all of them receiving 
mono ample support and A larger :u;iouiit 
of iiroceedii fvora the labor u.'' the 
Boil of the country than (hoy had pro- 
▼ioiislv olit.iinULl. Well, but then it is 
-true that that is only tho question of live 
fitook (hoar, hear) and that with live stock 
joa naturally assttme the great trapsition 



that has ooonrred from tillage to pasture 
landSi I oQunot obtain, the partionlars 
from the book that gives mo the informa- 
tion to extend over the same period, but 
tho vnlue ofathe principal croj)s, which 
includes everything proceeding from ara- 
ble as well as pasture in ISGl was X31,- 
•100,000, and the value had incroaseit in 
1875 to 3G millions, showing an augmen- 
tation of 4:% .jnillionB .in the course of. 
those 11 years. All these figures point in 
the same direction. There is one other 
ligure that I could not but notico 
because it ia ono that bus on 
painful association.

streets of this very remarkable oity. (Re- 
newed laughter.) As to your port and 
your docks, and your dock wfjrks — and 
let mo say by way of parenthesis, as to 
tho engineering science and ability whieli 
Ireland and which tho brain of Ireland in 
applying to tho extension of these works 
—I must fronkly own that I have never 
witnessed any scene so remarkable as 
those I have seen iu Dublin. (Applaufco.)"

10. -it, B.'irclay Sound, recommended i).p. 
298-0 of Fiemiiig'.s report by Ciipt. Cator, 

11. N., as tho fittest i)oint for our railway 
terminus in tho west. Thereaneut no 
better referee can bo found than Atlmiral 
Itichards, in the A'ancouver Island Pilot. 

Except its two good, but by no means 
oxtousive, anchorages, "Sinig Basin" at 
the head and "Green Cove" at the en- 
trance, the soundings in Uchuklesit vary 
from twenty to forty fathoms. Depth of 
water i-s an objection to tho greater pru-t 
of Barclay Sound. Three miles long, 
Uchuklesit is but half inilo wide, and not 
ono aud half miles, as stated by Capt. 
Cator, P. B. p. 299. . 

WEST COAST or VANOOnVBB's. 

In tho V. I. P., p. 181, Kicharda, treat- 
ing of the islaml ocean shore, north of 
"Euoa Strait to Sidney Inlet," says " tho 
coast is fringt d by nnmerous and hidden 
dangers, especially Hear the entraneo of 
the Sound, and tho eserciso of great cau- 
tion and vigilance will be necessary on 
the i)art of tho navigotor to avoid thom, 
oven with the present admiralty oliarts." 
Tho nature of the bottom wlieru tiiero luo 
deep sea soundingR is so uniform " as 
(p. 182) not siuli. iontiy to afford any 
guidi for ascertuiniuB a vessel's exact 
position on the coast." 

As to Barclay Sound specially, Richards 
(p. 181) says : " Off the entrance, and in 
tho Houtlicrn iKu t of tho Sound, aro in- 
numerable rocks aud island:; with naviga- 
ble channels between them." uud (same 
page) "tho three navigable channels into 
Barclay Sound all require great caution 
in navigating." 

The Provincial Gov(anmont steamer 
Sir James Dcniglis, owing to the uni- 
formity of Soundings a^ to depth and 
character, has, as ligiithuiis ■ tender, bi'en 
in a fog and compeilod to anchor with a 
kedga witliin a few hundred yards of Cape 
Bealo lighthouse, her olHcers lieing unable 
to ascertain either the iio-itiou of tijo 
light or of the entranciij to Barclay 
Sound. (See Devereu:i, p. oH'J, I.'' it. 
on Uchuklesit and the west eoasi uf V in- 
C(;uVer"s generally uortli of l-'iica Strait. 

Oli-triiciioiis in respect of s m up- 
proach'-s lahh.'d to somo .ii.it -on miles of 
intricate, aud, iu bad weather, d.uigi roiis 
island iMvigitiiou, relegatj to their iiujjjor 
h vel iu tho scale (d' fitness the harbor in 
question and Barclay Souud, irrespective 
of their comparative inferiority, as ro 
garded from tho commercial and other 
points of view. 

A digression is hero necessary, as an 
editorial iu tho Miintund Guardian of 
New Westminster (Dec 5, 1877) without 
shadow of proof, HligInali^es as "nu- 
douhtedly false" ; omo unspecified slate- 
iiieulH iu a pamphlet ou tlie railway ques- 
tion recently published in London, und 
with which I have ha I to do. Mo.st of 
the statements in tho pamphlet have been 
at greater length reproduced in tho fore- 
going h'ticrs, wi;h aiiip'o nfcronce to 
aiithoi ii ies. The (i mini iuu editor has it : 
"iletays tho tides svasli at the rate of ten 
knots an hour through the liist N:ir- 
rows !" Thi.J is a quotation shumefnliy 
garbled. At p. 8 of the jjamphlot, par. 
4, ooours the followiog : "For two hours 
spring tides aro said by experienced men 
to i.veiago ten k.nots an hour through 
tho Marrows." 'i liis has been prov(al in 
tliu following way : A luaster mariner, 
coiniuaiuliug a boat capable of ruii- 
jjijig ten knots an hour in still, 
Hwueth water, has, when under ordord to 
proceed wi^hall speed for the Inlet, been 
for two hours steaming against tho tide 
in the first Narrows v/itliout gaining an 
iniili." This happened in ,Iai)iiary, when 
in .1 HUG the htrongesl sju-ing tides run. 

At p. 110, Y. I. l;., Kichards stalos 
"the strejifilli of tho tide in the narrowest 
part of tho first Narrows is from 1 to 8 
knots. Admiral Biohai'ds, lot it bo 
noticed, does riot hero refer to spring 
tides, but to ordinary ones.

This discovery was communicated to

tiro lU'W^paper mail to bi^ .searched, ro- 
siilling iu tlic liudiiig of a copy of the 
Uoeliester I itntimral and CItronicIo, also 
posliiiarlird Toronto. This package con- 
tained so'uo braid and laco thread, to- 
gether with a letter reading as follows : —

Tho most important political mooting 
of the week was that,.ot yesterday, at 
which, nccordiuf; to time-honored custom. 
Her Majesty's Ministers dined at the 
Guildhall with tho now Loi'd Mayor. 
People have been so aeeuslomed to Lord 
Boaconsfiold'a making sensational slata- 
ments that reports were curreul ho would 
soize tho opportunity of the first public 
appearance of tbe Ministers after tho re- 
cess to mako some doolaralion of his poli- 
cy and, indeed, tho position of aO'airs in 
the East is now so critical that oven a luoro 
commonplace Jlinister might have boon 
expected to break through tho rule of 
silence. The fact that all tho Ministers 
had agreed to dino with tho Lord Mayor 
had been sedulously announced before- 
hand in olTicial paragraphs, and unusual 
anxiety was felt as to wdiat tho Prime 
Jlinister iiii;,dit say on bis state visit to 
the. city. Tho rejiutaliou I'or indiscretion 
enjoyed by Lord BiMieonslield is illustrat- 
ed by tho fact thutali the jirincipal mem- 
bers of the Corps Diplomatique declined 
to attend the banquet on one ground or 
tho other, but in reality hocanso they 
could not feel sure that the Premier might 
not say sonu-tliiiig which might make 
their jn-esenco at tlio banquet undesirable. 
As it proved. Lord Beaconsiield was, for 
him, unusually discreet. He went out of 
his way, indood, to express a somewhat 
extravagant eulogy on the piov.-e.'^B of the 
Turks, and avowed, in singularly un- 
guarded languag,.', his Hym|iai.liies for tho 
caus{t of the Poite. But thert! was no re- 
ptUition (if tlio lH-llico.-io throats that creat- 
ed tuch (ixciteuieiit ou tho same occasion 
histyoar; and tho public at home aud 
abroad bad loarut too tiloroughl.v to uu- 
derutand that Lord Boaoonsfield's bark 
in rospeot to tho war is worse than his 
bite, to attach niueli weight to his vaijiie 
intimations of what too Governmpnt 
might bo prepared to do, supposing the 
vital interests of Eugland to bo assailed. 
The most noticeable incident of tho ban- 
quet consisted in the warmth of the re- 
ception given to tho Turkish ambassador, 
MuBurns Pasha, and in the cheors whioh 
greeted Lord iieaeonsludd's pro-Turkish 
utterances. Aft, ■;• all, tlio company col- 
lected at tho Guildhall biinquels repre- 
sent a not unimportant section of Eng- 
lish public opinion, and Liberals who ex- 
press such confldonce in theim))ossibility 
of a war with Bussia being ever popular 
with the country would dowell to ponder 
on tho fact that iMusurus Pasha, tho most 
coinmoti pliioo and uniiitere.-itin.g of for- 
eign Ministers, was the uiKiuestioiicd he- 
ro of last uight'.s gathering. 

Getting Frogs for the Frenchmen. 

Boforo the Itovolution all the stories 
about frog-eating Frenchmen wore be- 
lieved in Boston, even by persons of 
education ; when the first French squad- 
ron arrived, tho whole town, most of 
whom had never seen a Frenchman, went 
to tho wharves "to catch a jieop at the 
gaunt, h.ilf- starved, .wup maiyre crews." 
To their astoeisixmont they saw portly 
oflicers aud stout, vigorous sailors. Could 
tht-'Be hearty-iookiug peoplo belong to the 
luutorn-j iwed, sinndlo-shank race of mon- 
seers ? As to ilu! frog eating, however, 
thoro was no doubt ; but tho niaunor of 
it was luit qnito understood, as will bo 
seen. A Mr. Nathaniel Tracy, who lived 
in a beautiful villa at Cambridge, {.jave a 
diauer to tho French admiral aud his 
offloers. There, was a tureen of soup at 
each end of tho table. Mr. Tracy sent o 
plate from his tureen to his next neit,'h- 
bor, the French consul, who, putting his 
spoon into tho pl.itti, tlshed oui a largo 
frog. Not knowing at lir,-t what it was, 
he held it up by ono of its hind legs, 
and looking at it ciieil out : " Ah, mon 
Dieii, une f/'-rinnniHo .' ') ("Ah, great 
heavens, a fro:- \") i;y this time several 
plates had been sent round, and in each 
was found a full-grown frog ! Tlie up- 
roar was univi-r.-al. " What's the mat- 
ter '?" ii'ked the host (who i;cems not to 
have understood French), seeing frogs 
held up by tho hind log all round the 
table ; "Why don't they eattuem? If 
they know the confounded trouble I had 
to catch tliMU in order to treat them to a 
disii of their own country they would Ui:d 
that with ii;(! id h-asl it was no jesting 
matter." The man had piditely 

caused idl the swaiup^ in Cambridge to 
be searched iu order to furnish liis guests 
with what he believed in Franco to be a 
national dish.
